After being advised of the identity of the interviewing 
agent and the nature of the interview, GALVIN furnished the 
following information: 

GALVIN affirmed that the SF-86 as submitted is complete 
and accurate.

GALVIN stated that there are no personal or business 
credit issues, like repossessions, delinquent loans or debts 
placed for collection or any history of bankruptcy that would 
impact adversely on his appointment to the Advisory Committee on 
Trade and Negotiations.

GALVIN further stated that in 1981 he traveled to the 
Soviet Union where with the U.S. Ambassador, THOMAS WATSON, and a 
U.S. Senator, CHARLES PERCY, he met with various Soviet Union 
officials, including BREZHNEV, GROMIKO, USTINOV, and GORKOV. He 
stated that the Soviet officials and military leaders were eager 
to discuss the new administration of then President REAGAN. He 
stated that they were also interested in the U.S. opinions about 
the Soviet involvement in Afghanistan.

GALVIN also stated that he has met with 
representatives of Singapore and met with corporate officials and 
representatives in that country. All his contacts with foreign 
officials have dealt'^; with business and trade issues. He does not 
have an on-going friendship with any foreign officials. There has 
not been any attempts by foreign oficials or representatives to 
coerce him in any way.
